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Family’s fear for Amber 
as respite care is axed

A FAMILY who live every day locked 
into their home to protect their 
severely autistic teenager fear for her 
future after a respite care package 
was suddenly axed. 

Amber Wagstaff, 14, is severely 
autistic with very challenging 
behaviour, including self harming, 
and her mum Sally Thompson keeps 
the front door of their house locked 
to prevent her running off - which 
she has done in the past. 

All sharp objects have to be kept 
locked away and large pieces of fur¬ 
niture are strapped down. 

Amber lives in Bumpstead Road, 
Haverhill, with mum Sally, step-dad 
Paul and sister Saffron, 4. 

Since September 2011, Amber has 
received respite care at the Wolves 
View unit in Hadleigh, spending 
seven days there and then seven at 
home. 

Sally said her care package was 
reviewed just after Christmas, but 
was stunned to receive a letter last 
week to say it would be ceasing - on 
April 30. 

MP Matthew Hancock helped the 
family to secure the care package for 
Amber and they have now asked him 
to try to get the decision reversed or 
at least delayed until a suitable alter¬ 
native can be found. 

Sally, 41, said: “She has improved a 
lot since she has been going to the 
unit; she is a lot calmer, but all of 


that will be wasted if it suddenly 
stops and she is here 24/7. 

“She self-harms by biting herself 
and you never know when she will 
just lose it and start lashing out. 

“She has pulled over furniture 
before and smashed sinks and win¬ 
dows. 

“They say she needs to become 
more independent, but she cannot 
even go to the toilet on her own, so I 


don’t see how that is going to hap¬ 
pen. She can speak, but does not 
really communicate with the out¬ 
side world at all. 

“For people as severely disabled as 
Amber, routine is vital, so how do 
they expect her to cope with this 
change so suddenly? 

“She has been having overnight 
respite since she was 7; it gives her a 
chance to get a break from us and us 


a break from her. 

“She is also going through puberty 
at the moment, which is very diffi¬ 
cult because she does not under¬ 
stand what is happening at all. 

“We want her to be able to stay liv¬ 
ing at home, but any change to her 
respite needs to be introduced very 
gradually, not with just two weeks 
notice. 

“I have been told that I should just 


stay at home and look after the chil¬ 
dren, but we both work, and support 
ourselves.” 

MP Matthew Hancock said: “I have 
contacted Suffolk County Council to 
discuss this matter and will contin¬ 
ue to work with Mrs Thompson, and 
her family, to help ensure Amber’s 
needs are met.” 

A spokesman for the NHS said: 
“The NHS and Suffolk County 
Council jointly assess each child 
and young person’s individual 
needs. 

“Annual assessments and multi 
disciplinary meetings review and 
establish a package of care appro¬ 
priate to individual needs. 

“It was during this process that 
there were insufficient health needs 
identified and therefore deemed the 
placement to be inappropriate. 

“It is crucial that the right place¬ 
ment is provided to ensure that this 
young person can reach their full 
development potential and have 
contact with appropriate peers. 

“We would be happy to discuss any 
concerns the family has.”

Proud day as mum 
shows off her baby

A CRITICALLY endangered 
white-collared lemur born at 
Linton Zoo is stealing the 
hearts of visitors. 

The special baby born last 
month to mum Harriet and 
dad Jeepster is now almost 
five weeks old - and a boy. 

The white-collared lemur is 
one of the rarest primates in 
the world. Its rainforest habi¬ 
tat has shrunk to less than 
700 km sq worldwide, and it is 
also trapped by hunters. 

Kim Simmons, zoo director, 
said: “With only 14 of this 
critically endangered species 
in Europe, every single birth 
is incredibly important to 
help safeguard the future of 
this very special lemur. 

“Critically endangered is a 
classification given to a spe¬ 
cies whose next step in the 
wild is extinction. Linton Zoo 
runs a breeding programme 
for this species and with 10 of 
the 14 lemurs living here, this 
is the only place in the UK 
where you can see them.” 

Lemurs are native to 
Madagascar, off the south 
east African coast, and are 
not technically monkeys - 
they are prosimians, or pre¬ 
primates. 

Linton Zoo has now bred 
enough white-collared 
lemurs to set up more poten¬ 
tial breeding pairs at other 
zoos. 

But Kim’s immediate prior¬ 
ity is to find a suitable name 
for the zoo’s new arrival. 

She said: “By his colouring 
we know the baby is a boy so 
now help is needed to find 
him a Malagasy name. 

“It would be great if the 
name could reflect the sig¬ 
nificance of his very special 
birth.”

£35m package to provide

Stalker avoids a 
prison sentence

A MAN has avoided prison after 
harassing a woman in what the 
prosecution described as “one 
of the most serious cases” of her 
career. 

Nigel Proctor, of Girton Road, 
Haverhill, was handed a six- 
week suspended prison sen¬ 
tence and an indefinite 
restraining order by West 
Suffolk Magistrates’ Court last 
Wednesday. 

The court heard how Proctor, 
44, appeared at David Holland 
pharmacy, where Kelly Shurety 
worked, around 15 times 
between September 1 and 
December 1, 2012 where he 
either watched her from the car 
park or stood in the door way 
pretending to use his phone. 

The victim also saw him sit¬ 
ting in his car near her home. 

Mrs Shurety confronted 
Proctor after spotting him 
parked outside the pharmacy 
using a pair of binoculars to 
watch her. 

When police searched his car 
he was found to be carrying a 
terrifying arsenal, 

including a rope, a hammer, 
masking tape, an 8in kitchen 
knife, bin bags and a pair of 
binoculars. 


Collette Griffiths, prosecut¬ 
ing, said: “I have been prose¬ 
cuting for 25 years and this is 
one of the most serious cases I 
have come across.” 

The court heard Proctor had a 
previous conviction for stalk¬ 
ing a 13-year-old girl in 
Haverhill between March and 
September 2011. 

Tom Harrison, mitigating, 
said Proctor never attempted 
to communicate with the 
victim apart from when she 
approached him. 

Mr Harrison said: “In his 44 
years he has never assaulted 
anyone, he has never harmed 
anyone, he has never laid a 
hand on anyone in an inappro¬ 
priate or unlawful manner.” 

Proctor was ordered to pay 
£250 compensation and £250 
towards prosecution costs.

Aaron completes 
his epic cycle ride 


SUPER cyclist Aaron Castell has ped¬ 
alled thousands of miles across 
Australia in just 29 days to raise char¬ 
ity cash. 

Aaron, 26, set out from Perth on 
March 17, determined to complete the 
2,532 mile journey to Sydney in less 
that the 31 days it is usually expected 
to take. 

Despite numerous punctures, prob¬ 
lems finding places to eat and some 
heavy downpours, he covered around 
100 miles a day and arrived at lunch¬ 
time on Sunday, April 14. 

He was able to celebrate his 26th 
birthday in style on Tuesday, April 15 
and is due to fly home on Thursday, 
April 18. 

Aaron, of Chapel Drive, Haverhill, 
was tackling the challenge for Water 
Aid and hopes to raise £5,000. He 
already has £1,700 in pledges. 

During the ride, Aaron wrote on his

blog: “Over 2,200 miles done, my body 
is very much falling apart. The list of 
places that hurt is endless.” 

As he got closer to Sydney, Aaron 
wrote: “It turned quite nasty. The road 
got very busy and there was no cycle 
area on a thin road, so had to cycle the 
road. Some drivers shouted at me to 
get out the road - just like being back 
in the UK - and one section didn’t even 
allow cycling. Had to turn off onto a 
back road which was at least quieter 
and then ran on to a cycle lane which 
was a huge relief.” 

After completing it, he wrote: “Total 
distance: 2532 miles. Quite a bit more 
due to some towns being off the main 
routes and having to go around for the 
shops or motels/ caravan parks. 
Australia has been very good to me 


and AMAZING! Birthday Tuesday and 
then flying back on Thursday.” 

Aaron, who works at Booking.com in 
Milton, has previously competed in 
the London Triathlon and wanted to 
take the chance to do something big¬ 
ger and better for charity. 

He starting the first few days of the 
ride through the pure Australian 
Outback, where water and other 
resources are especially low. It made 
him even more aware of the important 
work of the charity he was riding for. 

Before leaving he said: It’s something 
we take for granted every day but hav¬ 
ing the challenge of needing water and 
not having it is closely connected. 
What they do is brilliant.” 

“There’s a piece of road that’s 1,000 
miles with nothing between it. That 
will be the hardest part. As long as I 
have planned it right everything 
should be OK.”

Car park ban 
unjustified, 
says driving 
instructor 


A DRIVING instructor is 
defying a council ban to 
stop him using a car park 
for his learners to prac¬ 
tice parking. 

leff Oakley started up 
1st for Freedom 1st Driver 
Training three years ago 
and has already seen 73 of 
his pupils pass their driv¬ 
ing tests. 

leff, 47, saw the large 
Meadows car park next to 
the cinema in Haverhill 
as an ideal spot for prac¬ 
tising parking as it is 
often virtually empty in 
the daytime, when he is 
taking drivers out for les¬ 
sons. 

He was surprised to be 
politely informed by a 
traffic enforcement offic¬ 
er that the public car park 
was no longer to be used 
by driving schools to 
instruct students how to 
bay park. 

He says he does not 
believe he is breaking any 
laws and will continue to 
use the car park until he 
feels the council has 
proved that the area is 
being misused. 

leff, who lives at Great 
Bradley, said: “It is not 
just me, I believe there are 
others who use it. It is a 
public car park and I 
think they are being very 
pedantic saying I am

using it to run a business. 

“No-where do they dis¬ 
play their terms and con¬ 
ditions in the car park. 

“We neither make a 
noise nuisance, nor drive, 
or allow our students to 
drive in a way that causes 
danger to any other car 
park users. 

“To the contrary; our 
vehicles have twice the 
amount of controls a 
standard vehicle has, the 
observation and aware¬ 
ness is far superior, which 
is reflected in our insur¬ 
ances. 

“I can understand a 
concerned member of the 
public voicing an opin¬ 
ion; however, it is unjusti¬ 
fied and unwarranted. 

“It is also not illegal to 
park in a bay and 
drive away again, 
there is no pay¬ 
ment required 
if you do not 
leave the vehi¬ 
cle for any 
duration.” 

Cameron 
Findlay of St 
Edmundsbury 
Borough Council 
said in an e-mail 


that customers had com¬ 
plained about learners 
practising in the car park. 

He wrote: “Our car 
parks offer parking facili¬ 
ties to the general public 
in exchange for a charge. 

“The traffic regulation 
orders which govern the 
off-street car parks set 
out the terms and condi¬ 
tions of use quite clearly, 
with specific clauses 
which explain that any 
driving activity within 
the car park must be sole¬ 
ly for the intention of 
locating an available 
parking bay and then to 
leave the site after the 
parking session has 
ended. 

“The regulations forbid 
any commercial service 
or sale to take place with¬ 
in the car parks, except 
under specific license 
from the council. 

“The use of the car 
park is reserved 
exclusively for 
parking and that 
parking incurs 
a charge. You 
will under¬ 
stand that 
complaints 
and concerns 
from legitimate 
paying custom¬ 
ers must be acted 
upon.”

Another project which interests us 
is the building projects, as we feel 
like we will provide a lasting 
impact.”

Man, 23, found guilty 
of raping young girls 


A RAPIST has been found 
guilty of attacking two 
young girls in his home on 
two separate occasions - his 
youngest victim was 6 or 7 
years old at the time of the 
assault. 

David Carter, of St Mary’s 
Walk, Steeple Bumpstead, 
was found guilty of four 
counts of rape and a fur¬ 
ther count of sexual assault 
and attempted rape, which 


involved two girls between 
January 2006 and January 
2007. 

A jury at Cambridge 
Crown Court took a total of 
14 hours and eight minutes 
to return all verdicts. 

During the trial they heard 
that on one occasion the 
23-year-old raped a six or 
seven-year-old girl in the 
toilet of his home, where he 
pinned the girl to the floor 


and said he was going to 
have sex with her, then kill 
her or throw her out of the 
window. 

Jurors also heard how 
one of the girls notified her 
school of the alleged offenc¬ 
es in 2011 which led to the 
police finding the second 
complainant, then nine. 

However Carter had stren¬ 
uously denied the charges 
insisting that the girls were 


lying and said “I have done 
nothing wrong, nothing at 
all”. His mum and sister also 
took to the stand during the 
trial in his defence. 

The jury also returned a 
verdict of not guilty to rap¬ 
ing a girl under 13 between 
January 30, 2005 and Janu¬ 
ary 26, 2006. 

Carter has been remanded 
in custody while a psychiat¬ 
ric report is carried out. 


Home plan approved despite objections

PLANS for a two-storey house 
on a village lane have been 
approved after a site 
inspection, despite objections. 

Members of St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s 
development control 
committee held a site 
inspection at Kedington on 
Tuesday morning, before 
approving amended plans for 
the house on land adjacent to 


number 8 Dash End. 

Kedington Parish Council 
objected to the plans on 
grounds that the new dwelling 
would not be in keeping with 
the street scene, would 
remove another green space in 
the village and the loss of 
trees would impact on 
neighbours, as they provided a 
natural barrier against noise 
and for privacy. 


Parking congestion was also 
feared. Occupants of six 
homes in the area objected 
about the loss of trees, garden 
areas and green space, and 
said the development would 
create a cramped and 
contrived terrace which was 
out of character. 

Consent was granted subject 
to access and landscape 
conditions.

Runaway lorry man 
admits drink driving 


A RECOVERY vehicle driver whose lorry 
rolled down the road and smashed into a 
car parked outside a house has admitted 
drink driving. 

Stuart McFall, 47, appeared at Bury St 
Edmunds magistrates court, where he 
admitted driving at Cambridge Way, 
Haverhill, on March 22 this year, having 
consumed excess alcohol. 

The court was told that a breath test 
gave a reading of 67 micro grammes of 
alcohol to 100 millilitres of breath, 
almost twice the legal limit. 

Lesla Small, prosecuting, said McFall’s 
vehicle had rolled down the hill into 
another vehicle at Cambridge Way. 
Police were called to the scene and offic¬ 
ers could smell alcohol on his breath. 

He was given a roadside breath test, 
which was positive and then taken to the 
police station. 

In interview he said that he had started 
work that afternoon and gone to recover

a vehicle from Cambridge Way. 

While he was securing the vehicle on to 
his trailer, the brake on the lorry failed 
and it rolled into another vehicle. 

He admitted having drunk six cans of 
cider at around 6am, but had not thought 
it would still be in his system when he 
got up to go to work at noon. 

McFall, from Bury Road, Thurlow, who 
had no previous convictions, had driven 
from his home into Haverhill. 

He was disqualified from driving for 20 
months, fined £100 and ordered to pay 
£85 costs and a £15 victim surcharge. 

Claire Lockwood, for McFall, said he 
had worked until 3.30am that morning, 
then drank alcohol while watching the 
cricket. He went to bed, then got up at 
lunchtime to go back to work and was 
called to recover a vehicle in Haverhill. 


She said: “The vehicle had been sta¬ 
tionary for about five minutes, then after 
that is started to move. 

It came as a huge surprise to him and 
to other people in the area. Fortunately 
no-one was hurt, but he has lost his good 
character and due to the nature of his 
employment, his job. 

“He does have a background in sales 
and is searching for another job.” 

Chairman of the magistrate Gill Evans 
told McFall: “We have listened to what 
has been said on your behalf and we 
have taken into account your guilty plea. 

“However, you did have a big responsi¬ 
bility and alcohol stays in your system 
much longer than most people would 
believe. 

“It is just not worth driving when you 
have had a drink.” 

McFall was given the opportunity to 
take a driver awareness course to reduce 
the period of his disqualification.

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Talk on 
Research 
Park dig 

A CHANCE to discover 
the findings from an 
archaeological dig on the 
site of a new research 
park is on offer at a public 
meeting. 

A detailed archaeologi¬ 
cal investigation took 
place at the Haverhill 
Research Park, after ini¬ 
tial work on the 30-acre 
site revealed possible 
Roman or Iron Age settle¬ 
ments. 

Once completed it is 
hoped the park will pro¬ 
vide up to 1,000 new jobs, 
with a funding bid made 
for an Innovation Centre, 
and consent already 
granted for business 
units, a pub/restaurant, a 
creche and 150 homes. 

Michelle Codings, 
Senior Archaeologist at 
Headland Archaeology 
will give a talk on 
Wednesday, May 8, at 
7.30pm at Days Inn, 
Haverhill, detailing the 
occupation on the site 
from the Late Iron Age 
through to the post- 
medieval period. 

The findings show the 
area was used mainly for 
farming cattle, sheep and 
goats during the 2nd 
Century AD. 

Finds include a small 
post-built Anglo Saxon 
Hall as well as a group of 
Saxon brooches and 
beads, plus evidence that 
several Roman ditches 
survived through the 
Saxon period and Middle 
Ages into the 1840s. 

Nic Rumsey, director of 
Carisbrooke Develop¬ 
ments said: “We are 
delighted by the discov¬ 
eries made and sure that 
the Haverhill public will 
be interested to learn 
about their town’s histo¬ 
ry.” 

Michelle said:“This was 
a welcome opportunity to 
reveal and investigate the 
remains of both prehis¬ 
toric and Roman farming 
communities.” 


Nine homes raided 
in drugs crackdown

POLICE raided homes in Haverhill 
and Newmarket as part of a crack¬ 
down on drug dealing and burgla¬ 
ries. 

Officers searched nine properties, 
including two in Haverhill, and 
armed officers assisted at one in 
Newmarket. A total of five arrests 
were made. 

Following reports of drug dealing in 
Newmarket, a 24-year-old man from 
London was arrested on suspicion of 
possession of class A drugs with 
intent to supply. 

No charges were made but he was 
wanted for offences by the 
Metropolitan police and he was 
detained on a warrant to be trans¬ 
ferred to London. 

A 54-year-old man from Haverhill 
was arrested on suspicion of posses¬ 
sion of class B drugs for which he 
received a caution. 

While conducting vehicle crime 
patrols in Haverhill, officers arrested 
a 17-year-old man from the town, 
who was wanted on a crown court 
warrant. 

Officers also discovered a cannabis 
factory at a house in Bury St 
Edmunds, arresting two people 
there. The raids were part of 
Operation Drawbridge and they took 
place on Wednesday. 

Chief Inspector Kim Warner said: 
“This is a really positive enforcement 
message to those involved in crimi¬ 
nality that Suffolk Police will target 
and prosecute them wherever possi¬ 
ble.”

Laura Jenkins is looking 
forward to this summer’s 
Race for Life in Cambridge. 

But when she first ran it, in 
memory of her beloved sister, 
it took immense courage to 
even complete the course. 
Jane Redman heard her story. 


W HEN Laura Jenkins first took part in 
Cambridge Race for Life at the age of 
24, she feared she was going to give 
birth on the 5km route. 

Heavily pregnant, Laura was suffering from 
agonising pain due to severe misalignment of 
the pelvic joints, a condition that meant she had 
to wear a special brace to hold her pelvis 
together. 

But, armed with a pre-packed hospital bag and 
her medical notes, Laura struggled her painful 
way around the course - the last person to cross 
the finishing line. 

Laura was determined to finish that 2009 race 
for one reason. Her adored older sister, Jemma, 
had lost her battle with cancer months earlier at 
the age of 26, leaving behind two tiny children. 

The day after Jemma’s funeral, Laura had 
discovered she was pregnant. It seemed like a 
gift from her sister: something positive to focus 
on in the midst of her terrible grief. 

Every year since Jemma’s death, Laura and her 
mum Wendy have taken part in Cancer 
Research UK’s Race for Life in Cambridge. It is 
their way of taking something positive from the 
tragedy of losing such a young and beautiful 
daughter and sister. 

“Jemma was just the most vibrant, wonderful 
and joyful person to be with. I miss her every 
single day,” says Laura, now aged 28. 

“She would light up a room with her 
personality and was very strong and 
independent, with a bit of a naughty streak! I 
remember she would get into trouble sometimes 
at school, but I still looked up to her and felt 
proud she was my sister. She was everything a 
big sister should be.” 

It was August 2008 when Jemma, mother to 
two little girls, Amber and Scarlett - then aged 4 
and 2 - first started feeling poorly. She lost a lot 
of weight and lacked energy but her symptoms 


were put down to a virus. The family only 
realised something was really wrong when 
Jemma asked to stay with her mum for a while 
because she felt so ill. 

“It was so unlike her. She was a really 
independent, strong-minded person, who lived 
her own life and coped on her own. She wasn’t 
the type to go running home to mum, so we 
knew something was wrong,” says Laura, who 
lives in Royston. 

Wendy persuaded Jemma to go back to the 
doctor with her symptoms. She was given blood 
tests and in early September was called into 
Addenbrooke’s for more tests. 

Laura describes how she went around Tesco 
“in a kind of dream” buying gifts for her sister, 


thinking all the while they wouldn’t be 
necessary because she would be home soon. 

“They had mentioned the word leukaemia, but 
I convinced myself it was the worst case 
scenario. I didn’t want to think that something 
as bad as that could happen. I didn’t know then 
that Jemma would only spend one more day of 
her life at home,” says Laura. 

“I went to see her in hospital and she had put 
fake tan on because she didn’t want her friends 
to see her looking so pale. She told us she had 
Googled ‘white blood cells’ because the doctors 
kept talking about them - and all that came up 
was ‘cancer’. But she treated it as if it was a big 
joke, something that couldn’t possibly be true.” 

The next day everyone had to face the truth: 


Jemma had a type of cancer called acute 
lymphoblastic leukaemia and needed 
immediate chemotherapy. The family was 
devastated. 

Laura, a veterinary nurse, gave up her job 
instantly in order to help her sister. She moved 
into Jemma’s house and looked after Amber and 
Scarlett while their mum was in hospital. 

For four weeks Jemma had aggressive chemo. 
A hairdresser, she was distressed when she 
started losing her hair, but friends from Toni & 
Guy in Cambridge helped organise a more 
modern wig than those offered in hospital. 

“The chemotherapy really took its toll on 
Jemma. When the hospital decided she could 
come home for the day one Sunday at the end of

September we were extremely anxious for 
her safety and sterilised the whole house. 
But we were also very excited and wanted 
to make her visit really special/’ says 
Laura. 

Knowing Jemma had always wanted a 
wood laminate floor in her lounge, Laura 
and partner Chris worked right through 
the night to lay a new floor before she 
came home. 

“Jemma had a lovely day at home. We 
watched Chitty Chitty Bang Bang with the 
girls, and had ham, egg and chips at her 
request for lunch. In the afternoon 
Jemma made me and mum go out 
shopping. We didn’t want to leave her, but 
we realised she needed precious time 
alone with her girls. 

“She was supposed to be back in 
hospital by 6pm, but she dragged her feet 
and dreamt up reasons to delay. She 
couldn’t bear to say goodbye to Amber 
and Scarlett and go back to hospital.” 

It was the last time Jemma saw her 
children. On returning to hospital her 
health rapidly deteriorated. Doctors 
initially thought it was a reaction to her 
chemotherapy drugs, or possibly shock. 
By the time blood tests revealed signs of 
meningitis, Jemma’s condition had 
nosedived. She developed swelling on the 
brain and was rushed into intensive care. 

With tragic irony, in the days spent 
battling for life in intensive care Jemma’s 
cancer was discovered to be in remission. 
The chemotherapy had worked, but her 
battered immune system was helpless 
against the meningitis. 

“I got a phone call from Mum, who was 
at Jemma’s bedside throughout, telling 
me to come quickly to be with Jemma,” 
says Laura. 


“I’d been unable to visit as often as I 
would have liked because I was looking 
after Amber and Scarlett, so it was a 
terrible shock. I hadn’t seen how much 
she had deteriorated in just a few days 
and I was still telling myself she was 
going to be OK. 

“When I got to hospital I couldn’t 
believe my eyes. Jemma was so poorly - 
covered in tubes, and very thin. I will 
never get the sight out of my mind. 

“There was absolutely nothing the 
doctors could do. They couldn’t operate 
because her blood was so thin. We just 
had to watch while my beautiful sister 
lost her fight.” 

On October 14, 2008, the family had to 
make the heartbreaking decision to 
switch off Jemma’s life support machine. 

“I held her hand in mine as she died, 
and our hands looked so similar. I felt as 
if a part of me had died too. 

“I helped to wash her body and close her 
eyes. She looked beautiful and at peace, 
like an angel.” 

Laura says: “At Jemma’s funeral we had 
Over the Rainbow sung by Israel 
Kamakawiwo’ole, because I thought it was 
so beautiful. As we left the crematorium a 
rainbow appeared in the sky. It felt like it 
was there especially for her. 

“We can’t bring Jemma back, but we can 
raise money for research to help other 
people. That’s why Mum and I do Race for 
Life every year. My sister never saw my 
own children, Charlie (3) and Maxwell (J) 
but they will be in the double buggy 
doing it with us this year - for the Auntie 
Jemma they never met.”

Millions seized 
as criminals are 
forced to pay up 


GREYHOUNDS, horses and even 
boats are amongst items seized 
by police in the region under the 
Proceeds of Crime Act (POCA) 
since it was introduced a decade 
ago. 

Suffolk and Norfolk Police have 
recovered almost £16m worth of 
assets funded by crime since 
April 2003. 

The act allows for the confisca¬ 
tion of property gained from 
criminal actions and aims to 
combat money laundering. 

Det Insp Sean Coyne, of the 
joint Financial Investigation 
Unit at Norfolk Police, said: “The 
Proceeds of Crime Act is a very 
powerful tool which gives us the 
opportunity to target and tackle 
criminals, and make them pay 
for their crimes.” 

The two police forces began to 
collaborate on this after coming 
together to form a Joint Economic 
Crime Unit, operating across 
both counties in an effort to pre-

vent criminals in Norfolk and 
Suffolk from benefiting from 
their behaviour. 

Some of the most startling 
items which have been recov¬ 
ered by officers include live ani¬ 
mals such as horses and grey¬ 
hounds, as well as cash, proper¬ 
ty, boats, jewellery and an 
array of electrical goods. 

Det Insp Coyne said: 

“Over the last ten years 
Norfolk and Suffolk 
Police have used 
POCA to great effect 
and we want to high¬ 
light the work that is 
being done in both 
counties.” 

He added: “As we 
move forward we will 
continue to target those 


individuals who cause the most 
harm in our communities, by 
stripping them of the profit they 
have made from their involve¬ 
ment in crime and reinforcing 
the message that crime does not 
pay.” 

Police have used the powers to 
seize assets funded by crime 
across a broad spectrum of 
activity, from drug trafficking, 
money laundering, counterfeit¬ 
ing, sexual exploitation and 
human trafficking, as well as 
more common offences 
such theft and robbery. 
Earlier this month 
Luke Sheppard, 27, of 
Frampton Close, 
Newmarket, was 
ordered to hand over 
all his remaining 
assets after he stole 
£4,393 in cash and 
£1,2000 worth of gold 
from The Guineas shop¬ 
ping centre. 



Drivers warned of Suffolk speed campaign 


MOTORISTS who risk lives by 
speeding are being targeted by 
Suffolk Police as part of a week- 
long enforcement campaign. 

The campaign runs until 
Sunday, with increased checks 
and enforcement. 

Motorists caught speeding will 


face a £60 fixed penalty notice 
and three points on their licence, 
or may have the option to com¬ 
plete a Speed Awareness course. 

Some drivers could be taken to 
court where they may face larger 
fines and disqualification from 
driving. 


Chief Inspector Chris Spinks 
said: “Speed limits are in place 
for a reason, to reduce casualties 
and keep our roads safe for eve¬ 
ryone. Sadly many drivers see 
them as simply an inconven¬ 
ience, but they are there to save 
lives.”

Love Is All You Need (IS, 116 mins) 
IN her recent films, Oscar-winning 
Danish director Susanne Bier 
has meditated on the ability of 
the human spirit to endure all- 
consuming grief. 

Perhaps hankering for some light 
relief, she dons her sunglasses 
and SPF25 for this life-affirming 
comedy set at an idyllic villa 
on the breathtaking Sorrentine 
Peninsula. 

Love Is All You Need is an 
appealingly frothy confection 
about two damaged souls offered 
a second chance at happiness 
when they least expect but most 
need it. 

The literal translation of the 
film's Danish title Den Skaldede 


Frisor is The Bald Hairdresser and 
this succinctly sums up heroine 
Ida (Trine Dyrholm), who has 
undergone chemotherapy as part 
of her breast cancer treatment. 

Ida returns home from a check¬ 
up to find her oafish husband Leif 
(Kim Bodnia) in flagrante delicto 
with blonde accountant Tilde 
(Christiane Schaumburg-Muller). 

It's a devastating blow and Ida 
leaves him to catch a flight to 
Sorrento, where their daughter 
Astrid (Molly Blixt Egelind) is due 
to marry her handsome fiance 
Patrick (Sebastian Jessen). 

In the airport car park, Ida 
absent-mindedly backs into a car 
being driven by English widower 
Philip (Pierce Brosnan), who has 


thrown himself into his work - 
fruit and vegetable wholesale 
- following the death of his wife. 

It transpires that Philip is Patrick's 
father and is also heading to the 
ceremony. 

Her tenderness and honesty 
are a tonic, kindling a spark of 
attraction between the strangers, 
but personal relationships become 
strained when Ida's cheating 
husband arrives with Tilde in tow. 

The wedding conceit and 
sun-baked locales of Bier's film 
conjure fond memories of Mamma 
Mia! but Love Is All You Need 
dodges the ABBA songbook while 
still peddling a winning formula 
of fizzing dialogue and longing 
glances.

don't give up! 


HIS commitment to show gardens for 
the RHS Chelsea Flower Show the 
past two years has meant that garden 
designer Cleve West’s beloved allotment 
has suffered as weeds have sprung up 
and slugs and snails have built their own 
thriving community among his prized 
vegetables. 

While city dwellers may have romantic 
notions about wandering down to their 
plot on a balmy summer's evening to 
admire their crops and pick ripening 
fruits to add to their organic dinner 
table, West is much more realistic, 13 
years after he took on his west London 
plot (now expanded to 20 rods, four 
times the normal size). 

"Many have bought into allotments 
since they became part of the 
horticultural Zeitgeist that seemed to 
sweep in as the new millennium got 
under way. 

"But what the books don't tell 
you is that a large proportion of new 
allotment tenants give up within a 
year, overwhelmed by the time needed 
to keep the plot in good shape," he 
observes as he charts his own allotment 
experiences in his book, Our Plot.

"Allotments have been billed as 
something wonderfully romantic, which 
they can be. But writers often turn a 
blind eye to the fact that tending an 
allotment does take up a lot of time and 
people get disillusioned quite quickly 
when they do all the initial clearing and 
then within about three or four weeks 
it's all weedy again. They didn't see that 
as being part of the bargain." 

So how much time will you need 
to spend on a plot? "Well, if you're 
growing food to save money, whatever 
you do, don't add up the time it takes 
to produce your own food and apply 
an hourly rate to it. It will only depress 


you," he warns. 

"The National Society of Allotment 
and Leisure Gardeners estimates 
that, for a five-rod plot (250 sq m), a 
gardener will spend just over 200 hours 
a year tending it. That sounds about 
right. We each spend at least one full 
day a week at the plot and often more 
during the busy period of sowing and 
growing between March and July." 

When West says a day, he doesn't 
mean office hours. He's talking at least 
12 hours, but it's not impossible, he 
points out. 

"Those who do persevere are often 
pleasantly surprised to find that 
allotments are not only about growing 
food, they are a way of life." 

He advises newcomer plotholders to 
keep motivated by growing potatoes, 
squash or other vegetables with big 
leaves, which will be good ground cover 
and help prevent weeds taking over. 

"Lower your expectations in the first 
year or two, just while you get the hang 
of it. You will get upset when things 
don't grow or things get eaten. 

"I've never had a decent asparagus 
crop, but I'm not giving up."

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV # so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

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Battery boost for Leaf 



THE NEW NISSAN LEAF: Improved range and now with prices starting 
at £15,990 after receipt of plug-in grant. 


THE next generation of Nissan’s 
all-electric Leaf has arrived - 
and for the first time, buyers 
can lease batteries for the 100 
per cent electric car and choose 
one of three trim levels. 

A new pricing structure has 
been introduced to reflect the 
three trim levels and the battery¬ 
leasing options now available - 
but things are far from compli¬ 
cated. Cars bought with leased 
batteries will be known as ‘Flex’ 
models and buyers will be able to 
get behind the wheel of an entry- 
level Visia Leaf on that basis for 
£15,990 (after receipt of the 
Government’s £5,000 plug-in 
grant). 

The separate battery lease pay¬ 
ment ranges from just £70 per 
month depending on the length 
of the contract and mileage cov¬ 
ered. 

The highest price anyone will 
pay for a Leaf is £25,490 (again, 


after receipt of the grant). This 
will be for a top-of-the-range 
Tekna Leaf, with the battery 
bought outright. 

The new Leaf features more 
than 100 improvements over its 
predecessor - many made as a 
result of feedback from Nissan’s 
active community of Leaf own¬ 
ers. 

Most notably, the car’s range 
has been extended from 109 


miles to 124 miles. And its bat¬ 
tery is capable of recharging in 
about half the time of the first- 
generation Leaf. 

The longer range has been 
achieved by improving the Leaf’s 
aerodynamics and its regenera¬ 
tive braking system and a more 
efficient E-powertrain. The real 
world range has also been 
improved with the introduction 
of a new heating system which is 


70 per cent more efficient 
through the use of a heat pump 
in the system. 

But that’s far from the whole 
story. New interior trim, the 
addition of Nissan’s Around View 
Monitor technology and new 
suspension settings specifically 
tailored for European roads 
build on the Leaf’s unique driv¬ 
ing experience. 

The three trim levels available 
to UK buyers are Visia, Acenta 
and Tekna. All models have 
increased boot space because of 
the relocation of the charging 
point and an enhanced interior 
trim. There is a height adjust 
facility on both front seats and 
more foot space for passengers. 

Jim Wright, managing director 
of Nissan GB, said: “We are very 
proud of the new Nissan Leaf, 
which underlines our commit¬ 
ment to the future of electric 
motoring.” 


Average cost of a 
used car is £7,000 


THE latest figures 
from BCA on used car 
prices show that the 
headline average 
value declined by 0.7 
per cent in March, 
although year-on-year 
values were up by 
more than 17 per cent. 

For the fourth month 
running, average used 
car values remained at 
£7,000 or more. 

Across the board, 
used cars averaged 
£7,000 last month, 
down by £56 com¬ 
pared to February but 
significantly ahead of 
March 2012 by £1,026 
(17.1 per cent). 

Fleet and lease val¬ 
ues fell back slightly 
from the record levels 
achieved in February, 
while dealer part- 
exchange values 


climbed marginally. 

However, post-East¬ 
er, buyer demand has 
weakened and conver¬ 
sion rates have fallen 
in the first week of 
April, suggesting there 
will be some pressure 
on values in the weeks 
ahead. 

Simon Henstock, 
BCA’s UK operations 
director, says: 
“Although average val¬ 
ues continue at near 
record levels, prices 
are high, largely as a 
result of the constrict¬ 
ed supply rather than 
strong demand. 

“When seasonal var¬ 
iations result in the 
available volumes ris¬ 
ing, the effects are 
quite quickly seen in 
the remarketing 
arena.”
